OS ANGELES, Oct. 3.— 

It is a long time since I 
have inflicted on Automo- 
tive Daily News readers an} 
old man’s memories. There 
is no need to say how much I} 
appreciated the editorial | 
jolly one of my A. D. N. pals} 
went out of his way to hand) 
me the other day by way of a| 
72d birthday present. | 

It, of course, appealed to the 
vanity of old age, but pleased me 
more from the good fellowship | 
that was behind the editorial | 
compliment. It set me to recalling | 
really how many of the old fel- | 
lows of the trade are still on the 
old job; for you must bear in 
mind always that after all this 
wonderful business of ours is only 
an “infant industry.” 

When I got out my pencil to make 
a hasty, off-hand list of them, I 
was amazed to see how many of the 
pioneers still survive and how many 
of them are still on the old job. In 
so doing the thought came to me 
that it might be a good idea to open 
the eyes of the youngsters of the 
trade to the big part the old fellows 
are still playing in the business and 
to the fact that I am not the only 
living exhibit in the museum of 
motor industry antiquities. I was 
surprised, by the way, to find how 
big a bunch of live wire sexagenar- 
ians are still trotting in the age | 
decade just behind me and that | 
some of the surviving pioneers of 
the industry now occupying high 
places in the trade are still only in 
their “fifties.”

Detroit utilizes the iron cop on a large scale and the 
results are seen in the fatality figures. The city has achieved 
the largest reduction in the rate of fatalities per 100,000 of 
population, dropping nearly 19 per cent. from the figures of 
last year. 

There are still too many deaths—thirty-three in the 
four weeks ended September 8, the last figures officially 
reported. The rate per 100,000 is 24.6; not a high figure 
when the country-wide averages are considered, but 
heartbreakingly high for the families of the victims.

MPORTANCE of waterway transportation to this general 

industrial section is indicated by the serious results follow- 
ing the brief blockading of the Welland Canal by an accident 
in which a freighter rammed the lock gates and was jammed 
across the channel for about twenty-four hours. In that 
brief space of time, traffic both ways was stopped, with the 
resultant piling up of waiting lake carriers on both sides of 
the jam, loss of time and money in figures that run to un- 
comfortable importance. Shipments through the Great 
Lakes are controlled by the bottle necks at the Welland 
and the St. Mary’s canals. An interference at either of 
these sets up a disturbance that has incalculably wide- 
reaching effect. It is a tribute to the American mariner 
that accidents are so few. But when one occurs, it starts 
a long train of trouble. Incidentally, the offending vessel 
in this last instance was a Norwegian freighter.

‘% NOTHER reason for the imminent need of wider roads 

has just been advanced by Herman N. Bundesen, 
director of health for Chicago in a letter to Charles M. Hayes, 
president of the Chicago Motor Club. Mr. Bundesen be- 
lieves that carbon monoxide gas, as generated by the internal 
combustion engine, is dangerous to health even when it exists 
in quantities that are not lethal. 

“As early as 1923,” says Mr. Bundesen, “Henderson and 
Haggard of Yale University designated city streets among 
the localities where the deadliest poison might be found, not 
indeed in quantities to cause death, but in sufficient amount 
to impair health and in some cases to be the proximate cause 
of. death. j 

“The pollution of city streets has spread to the country | 
highways, and on Saturdays and Sundays when our radial | 
highways are crowded to the point of suffocation, it is cer-| 
tain that the air will contain a greater percentage of carbon | 
monoxide than will be found on most city streets. The dan-! 
ger zone has moved from the city to the country.” 

Wherever radial highways from our larger cities are of | 
the twenty foot variety, congestion is inevitable. 
days the jams prevent speeds sufficient to keep cars out of | 
their own fume areas, to say nothing of what they are getting | 
from vehicles crawling along ahead of them. Whether the) 
carbon monoxide present under these conditions is actually | 
a source of danger to health is not entirely proved. Physi-| 
cians differ in their opinions; but whether or not there is 
danger, there is certainly is unpleasantness. Breathing dust 
and gasoline fumes is not a particularly pleasant way of 
spending a Sunday afternoon. And there is but one cure, 
wider roads. | 

Forty feet of pavement will relieve most of the con- 
gestion near our cities, but even wider roads are to be 
desired in order to provide for future contingencies. 
Our highway problem is not yet entirely solved.

A 3 (U.T.P.S.).—The dealer 
who fails to utilize the Christ- 
mas season for increased sales 
of accessories is overlooking a 
good bet, according to Ran-

He lines it with red paper, sprinkles 
“snow” over it, and uses this as a 
background for attractively arranged 
accessories that will catch the eye of 
people passing along the street. 

The accessory gift is compara- 
tively new in this section, and 
needs only advertising to insure 
big sales, Sengel has learned. 
What the Christmas shopper is 
looking for is something new, and 
at the same time attractive and 
within his means. 

The Sengel company sells num- 
bers of motometers, chime horns, 
automatic windshield wipers, locked 
Steering wheels, heaters, spotlights 
and bumpers at the Christmas 
season. 

Sengel is planning to go into the 
accessory field on a bigger scale 
than ever this season, and advises 
other dealers to do likewise. The 
business is there, he said, and his 
Suggestion is to “go get it.”

In other states the limits range 
from twenty-five to forty-five miles 
an hour. In Michigan the speed 
limit has been entirely removed

drunken drivers are prosecuted to 
the limit. Twenty-three other states 
have wiped out obsolete speed laws 
and have changed the emphasis 
from mere speed to carefulness 
“Traffic authorities in many | 
cities seem to have reached the | 
conclusion that it is better to move 
traffic as rapidly as possible. Slow 
driving often ‘jams’ up traffic on 
the main highways. The driver

That uniformity in signs 


has been demonstrated by the state 
of Massachusetts. Since June 5, 
motorists have been guided by a 
uniform system of signals, marks 
and lights throughout the borders 
of the Commonwealth. 

“Some authorities claim that 
pedestrians should be compelled to 
respect the traffic lights, the same 
as the motorists. They further 
suggest stiff penalties for ‘jay walk- 
ing.’ It is claimed that this will 
lower the accident rate and specd 
up traffic. A number of Western 
cities, also here in New York, for 
that matter — especially on 5th 
Avenue—I have observed that pedes- 
trians are being held at the curb 
until signals clear the way for them. 
This has made a very noticeable 
improvement in traffic. 

“Along with the uniform traffic 
laws, I think we should have a con- 
centrated courtesy campaign. This 
is the day of speed, and common 
courtesy has been forgotten. ‘Cour- 
tesy prevents accidents’ is a mighty 
good slogan and very true. Many 
accidents have been caused by one 
motorist trying to ‘beat the other 
fellow’ to the intersection. Out on

LEFFERTS TELLS OF TRAFFIC 
LAW ENFORCEMENT METHOD 


A new procedure in traffic law | 
enforcement, which has proved suc- 
cessful, was described by E. B. Lef- 
ferts, manager public safety depart- 
ment, Automobile Club of Southern 
California. Mr. Leferts said, in 
part :— 

“In searching for an answer to 
the traffic problem I talked with 
judges hearing traffic cases, en- 
forcement officers and with profes- 
sors of psychology at our univer- 
sities and found that they were in 
general agreement that fear. is the 
basis of most human behavior. 
Accepting this fact, why should we 
not focus our attention upon acci- 
dents rather than upon technical 
violations of our Motor Vehicle act, 
thereby developing in the minds of 
the motorists a definite fear of 
being involved in an accident. 

“This ~~ iled to Chief Doran of 
San Diego, Cal. The result was the 
issuance on July 1, 1927, of the 
following order 

“‘Effective this date, all auto- 
mobile accidents, whether involv- 
ing personal injury or not, com- 
ing to the attention of any police 
officer, will be carefully investi- 

gated, measurements made and 
names of all witnesses secured. 
If the person responsible can be 
determined beyond question, ‘he 
is to be given a summons to court: 
if there is a question as to who 
is responsible, summons both 
parties and all witMesses to court.’ 

“This practically amounted to the | 
San Diego Police Department serv- 
ing notice to the motorists that

they were not going to lie in wait 
for them and pounce out and make 
an arrest whenever a technical vio- 
lation of the motor vehicle act was 
witnessed. They were in reality 
putting the motorists on their own 
|responsibility to drive safely, which

|to thoroughly and completely pa-

|were recognizing what is generally

“I am glad to say that this pro- 
gram has justified our hopes and 
has effected a reduction in acci- 
dents. This plan has been in force 
for a little over a year, and during 
the first twelve months the acci- 
dents were reduced from 961 to 703, 
showing a decrease of 26.8 per cent 
while the number of personal in- 
juries has dropped from 1,206 to 877 
a decline of 27.1 per cent.; these re- 
ductions in the face of an increase 
of 2.08 per cent. in population and 
an increase of 7.03 per cent. in 
motor vehicle registration and an

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Gas Tax, Financial Responsibility Law 
Before N.Y.A.A. at Convention Oct. 17 


New York, Oct. 3.—Although 
state issues have been kept in the 
background up to this time be- 
cause of the greater prominence 
of the national issues now before 
the country, such prospective mat- 
ters as a gas tax for New York 
state, compulsory insurance or a 
financial responsibility bill for 
motorists and the proposed revi- 
sion of the state motor vehicle 
laws, are now coming to the front. 

Considerable interest will attach 
to the convention of the New York 
State Automobile Association at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania here October 17, 
18 and 19, as at this time the organ- 
ized motorists of the state will dis- 
cuss legislative matters and decide 
what the position of the state motor 
organization will be for the future.
